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Hudson's Bay To Drill 
On W.C. Ahigrim Farm 


Htudson Bay Olds No, 2 oil well, 
drilled a mile and a half south 
east of the discovery well, Bailey- 


Olds No. 1, encountered salt water 
at the production level in the D3 
recently and the well has been 
abandoned, This week the drilling 
rig is being moved to the W, C. 


Ahlgrim farm, about 12 miles east 
of Didsbury. The new well will be 
known as Hudson Bay Olds No, 3, 
and will be drilled in’ Isd, 9, 
13-31-28 with and is expected to 
spud in shortly, 

The discovery well was drilled 
last spring by A. G. Bailey Com- 
pany and associates on a 9,440 acre 
farm-out from Hudson's Bay. Hud- 
son's Bay puts up part of the dril- 
ling costs of the follow-ups, and is 
the operator. Net interest in the fol- 
low-ups is split one-third each to 
Hudson's Bay and Bailey and asso-

The home town paper is the one| 
main stay in holding a community together and as such 
it should have the support of all the readers as well as 
the advertisers. Therefore, in paying tribute to our rural 
correspondents, who are doing a grand job, we are ex- 
pressing the sentiments of this community, the business 
men of the town, and the many organizations in the 
area served. 


Hats off to our country correspondents—the heralds 
of their respective districts! , 

While the news correspondents of the Pioneer record 
the little events from week to week, they usually do not 
cover the organizations of the community. Since these 
are varied and many the only way their progress and 
activities can get into the news is for each organization 
to appoint a press reporter. Most of the organizations 
have attended to this important matter, but others just 
sit back and wonder why certain news does not get into 
the local paper. That's the answer—no press reporter. 


PRICE CONTROLS 


Arthur Blakely, writing in the Montreal Gazette, 
points out that in the United States many of the most 
important commodities entering into normal living costs 
are selling far under authorized price ceilings. For 
example, cotton with a ceiling of 45.75 cents per pound 
has been selling for 31.7. Soy beans with an authorized | 
ceiling of $3.33 per bushel have been going for $2.65. | 
Ceiling on coffee is 55.5 cents per pound, but the actual | 
market price has been about 48.4 cents. It would appear | 
that more than 60 per cent of all items sold in large 
chain stores are selling below O.P.S. ceilings. 


The conclusion of course is that the reason prices 
are no longer rising so rapidly in the United States is 
not the U.S. system of price controls but because of the | 
old reliable and unrepealed law of supply and demand. 
Sooner or later the planners must recognize that such, 
laws will continue to operate no matter what attempts 
are made to interfere.

Notes From the D.A.

Increased yields of seed of all 
clovers are obtained by having bees 
jin the field, says W.G. LeMaistre, 
Provincial Apiarist. One colony per 
acre gives increased yield, but two 
colonies per acre give better results. 
The colonies should be distributed 
about the field in groups of five 
when the crop is about ten percent 
jin bloom.

Do change water frequently and wash water- 
ers each time. 

Do always provide plenty of feeding space— 
crowding and pushing are undesirable. 

Do move around quietly—never frighten the 
chicks. 

Do watch chicks on stormy days.
